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1 Background 


Purpose 


This document consolidates definitions used across the civil aviation legislation into one easy 
to access resource. The document supports the commencement of the flight operations 
regulations and represents the definitions from across the legislative suite as it will appear 
when those rules commence on 02 December 2021. It includes abbreviations, terms and 
phrases from across the following pieces of legislation: 


e Civil Aviation Act 1988 (the Act) 

e Civil Aviation Regulations 1988 (CAR) 

e Civil Aviation Safety Regulations 1998 (CASR)

1.1.1 Existing in CASR 
The foundation of this document is the CASR Dictionary. 
1.1.2 Existing in CAR and the Act 


Where considered suitable, definitions from the CAR or the Act have been included in this 
document. 


1.1.3 Added to CASR 


The development of the flight operations regulations has brought about the need to insert 
terms into the CASR dictionary. Because of the iterative nature of regulatory development, 
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acronyms, terms and phrases are being added to the CASR dictionary using different pieces 
of legislation. In this document, entries might be marked with either the * symbol the * symbol 
or the > symbol. 


Until the flight operations regulations commence on 02 December 2021, those entries can be 
found in the following pieces of legislation:

These pieces of legislation are temporary and will repeal on 02 December 2021. After that 
date, entries will appear in the CASR dictionary. 


1.1.4 Repealed from CAR or CASR 


The development of the CASR has resulted in regulations being repealed from the CAR, 
rendering some defined terms superfluous. Development of the flight operations regulations 
also renders some entries in the CASR dictionary superfluous. Some of those terms will be 
repealed from the Australian legislation, and some will be replaced by entries in the CASR. 


Terms repealed from the CAR or the CASR are marked in blue text and by the inclusion of the 
^ symbol. 


1.1.5 Included in a Manual of Standards 


A Manual of Standards includes a section of definitions that are generally only relevant to that 
document. However, where acronyms, terms or phrases are defined elsewhere in the 
legislation, but considered necessary or convenient to support a Manual of Standards, they 
will be included in that MOS. 


When an acronym, term or phrase has been sourced from a Manual of Standards, the 
definition is generally only relevant to that document. 


Signposted definitions 


At times, an acronym, term or phrase will be defined by reference to a document using a 
‘signpost’. In this document, a definition that makes use of a signpost will generally be 
accompanied by the definition from the signposted document. However, when a definition in 
the signposted document is complex, it will not be included.

(ii) persons, other than persons involved in the 
operation (participants); 

(iii) vehicles or vessels, other than the vehicles or 
vessels of participants; 

(iv) livestock not associated with the operation; and 
(c) where one or more of the following events might 

occur: 

(i) a collision between the aircraft and a building, 
or between the aircraft and terrain; 

(ii) the falling of any load from the aircraft; and 

(d) where, if an event mentioned in paragraph (c) were 

to occur, there would be a reasonable risk of: 

(i) serious injury or death to a person in the area 
(other than the pilot or a participant); or 

(ii) serious damage or injury to a building, vehicle, 
vessel or livestock in the AWZ (other than a 
building on which, or from which, a load is to be 
placed or removed, or the vehicle or vessel of a 
participant). 

Note: The fact of an operation occurring above an area may 

attract persons, some in vehicles or vessels, to enter the area as 

spectators unless they are properly prohibited. Such an area may 
then become an AWZ requiring such persons and vehicles or 
vessels to be properly prohibited from entering.
